EATER EASTER BRAID 
Fancy Braided Loaf 


1 pkg. active dry yeast 
1/4 cup water (warm) mix together first &let stand 


1/4 tsp. sugar 


1 cup milk scalded 

1/2 cup sugar 

2 tsp. salt 

1/2 cup soft butter of margarine 

4-1/2 to 5 cups sifted all purpose flour 
2 beaten eggs 

2 tsp grated lemon peel 

1/4 tsp mace 

1 cup of light raisins 


Mixing........ "Mix milk, sugar, salt, & butter, cool to luke warm » stir In 2 cups 
flour add eggs & mix well, 

Stir in yeast mixture add lemon pes! - mace - raisins 4 remaining flour to make 
soft dough. 

turn out on floured surface & knead till smooth and elastic, (8 to 10 min) 

Place in lightly greased bowl & grease surface cover & let stand in warm place 
till double size and Punch down. 

Divide dough into 2 round balls, cover and let rise for 10 min.for each loaf.Divide 
one of the balls into forths, shape 3 parts into strands 12" long tapering ends. 
Line up the strands 1" apart on lightly greased baking sheet. Braid loosely with- 
out stretching, start in middle & work to both ends, seal or tuck ends under. 
Divide last 1/4 inot 3 parts, Shape into strands 8-9 in. long. Braid as above 

and place on top of larger braid, tuck ends in. cover & let rise till double. 

Bake at 350 degrees for 30 minutes. While warm drizzle glaze ove. Makes 2 loafs. 


Sugar Glaze 
to 2 cups sifted Icing sugar add 1/4 cup of hot water, add 1 tsp butter. _ 
MIX well until blended smoothly, Brush or Drizzle over warm Easter Braid.
